Continuation of 3. NOTE: In view of the Applicants' key argument regarding the restriction of Claim 20 from Claim 1 as raised in the 
amendment after final, it is not deemed to place the application for allowance since it would require further search and consideration. 



As discussed in previous Final rejection, parent Claims 1, 10 and 12 have the language of "a polytetrafluoroethylene material", which it 
may mean using u a polytetrafluoroethylene-containing material" when the claim is read broadly according to MPEP. The claimed 
limitation may include anything as long as it has a PTFE homo- and co-polymer as one of the component. Therefore, it is quite different 
from "a polytetrafluoroethylene film" used in Claim 20 or "polytetrafluoroethylene fluoropolymer film" used in Claim 19. 



The Applicants have pointed out that the particles shed from PTFE are PTFE particles (see page 17) as well as such a heating treatment 
can "reduce particle count up to "fifteen to almost sixty times" those of untreated PTFE" (see pages 1 1-12 of the amendment filed on 
October 4, 2004). 

The Applicants have further pointed out the relationship between Claim 1 and Claim 20 in detail on page 9 of Remarks, a new or further 
consideration iis thereby required to decide whether Claim 20 can be rejoined with Claim 1. In the case of rejoining, a new search would 
be needed. 
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
